This assistance, together with the gov- 
ernment grant, and fees from patients, 
combined with economy and_ good 
management, have resulted in the 
building up of a cash reserve of $6,- 
500 as at December 31st, 1927. In order 
to increase this reserve fund at a more 
rapid rate, it has been suggested that 
the municipal grants be doubled, start- 
ing with this year, and with the same 
rate of progress as in the past, to- 
gether with interest on the reserve 
fund, it is expected that in the near 
future a sufficient surplus will have 
accumulated to permit of the erection 
of anew hospital building large enough 
and fully equipped to serve this city 
and community for many years. 

This method of financing the new 
hospital is much more preferable than 
the long term debenture issues, where

HOT CROSS BUNS 
BRING GOOD LUCK 


Among all the quaintly interesting’ 
traditions that deal with the winning 
of good luck, none are more appealing 
than those clustering around the Good 
Friday hot cross bun of Old England. 

It wag an old belief that if a hot 

cross ‘bun, baked on Good Friday, were 
hung in the fireplace and kept} there 
until the following year, the i whole 
family would enjoy the very best of 
luck. The same family would keep 
the crumbs of several other hot cross 
burs in their strong box, and use these 
crumbs, dissolved in ‘water, as medi- 
cine throughout the whole year. These 
hot cross bun crumbs were considered 
by the simple country tolks as cur- 
ative of all human ills. 
The custom of eating these delicious 
buus is not observed in Scotland or on 
the continent, but it is celebrated in 
the United States and in Canada, 
whence it was brought by the early 
English settlers who had been entrust- 
ed with the mystic recipe just before 
leaving their native land. 

For many years it has been the 
custom in this country to eat hot cross 
‘buns on the Friday just before Baster 
Sunday, But of late years, bakers 
first found there was a ready market 
for these sugar-coated, raisin-filled 
buns a week before Good Friday; then 
two weeks before the accustomed day, 
three weeks, and so on until, at the 
present, hot cross buns re in demand 
every day of every week in Lent. 


EASTER, OLD AND NEW 


Easter, the anniversary of our 
Lord’s resurrection from the dead, is 
one of the three great festivals of the 
Christian year, the other two being 
Christmas and Whitsuntide. From the 
earliest period of Christianity down to 
the present day, it nds been celebrated 
with the greatest joy by Christian 

| People, the world over and accounted 
.the queen of festivals. In primitive 
‘times it was usual for Christians to 
| Salute each other on the. morning of 
| this day by exclaiming. “Christ is 


, Tisen,” to which the person saluted re- 


‘plied, “Christ is risen indeed,” or elsé

custom still retained in the Greek 
church, 

The common name of the: festival 
in the eastern world was the paschal 
feast, because it was kept at the 
samc time as the Jewish passover 
and to a certain extent succeeded it. 
Our name Easter is derived probably 
from Eostre, the name of a Saxon 
deity whose fast was celebrated 
every year in,the spring about the 
same time as the Christian festival, 
and it is supposed that the name 
was retained after the character of 
the feast was changed. 

Though there has never been. any 


| difference of opinion in the Christian 


church as to why Easter is’ kept, 
there has been a good deal of dispute 
as to when it ought to be kept. It 
is one of the movable feasts; un- 
like Christmas day, which is always 
observed on the 25th of December, 
it moves backwards or forwards ac- 
cording as the full moon, after the 
vernal equinox, falls nearer or further 
from the equinox. 

The rule at the beginning of the 
prayer book gives the easiest way to 
find Baster.: “Haster day is always 
the first Sunday after the full moon 
which happens upon or next after the 
p2Zist day of. March; and if the full 
moon happens upon a Sunday, Easter 
day is the Sunday after. 

Many of the customs of Good Friday 
and Haster Sunday have: disappeared 
from the western world, others have 
become so much a matter of habit that 
few people question their source or 
significancé. Those that have sur- 
vived in America appear to be uni- 
versally observed in Christian coun- 
tries Among the most widely accepted 
of these customs is the use of colored 
eggs on Easter Sunday. Even in Scot- 
land, where the great festivals cf the 
‘church were suppressed for centuries, 
the children still get their hard-boiled 
colored eggs ready for Haster. 

Where this custom had its origin 
is not definitely known, but it un- 
doubtedly is associated with the fact 
that the use of eggs was forbidden 
during Lent; and they were brought 
to the table Haster morning, colored 
red, to symbolize Haster joy. This
